Rich and all, 


Before I knew what a SWR meter was, I learned that antenna mismatch really 
does affect your transmitter. The BC-610 had a 250TH final with a big black 
anode. When the antenna was not resonant, a small amount of RF went out and 
the rest made the anode glow cherry red. The trick was to trim the antenna 
to minimize the red glow. Of course the tube was rugged enough to take the 
abuse and keep working. When you were at rated input dc power and the anode 
stayed black you knew you would get a QRK 5, QSA 5 from the net. Back then 
most transmitters had a (Collins) PI network that could load into an antenna 
system of 35 to 600 ohms impedance. You could get so much of your RF power 
into the antenna that many times you had to bolt the transmitter down to 
keep it from being sucked up the cable. When transistors started to replace 
tubes some smart engineers tried putting fuses in line with the output. All 
that proved was that transistors are excellent fuse protectors. The RF 
finals had to be thermal protected at high SWR by reducing the power out. 
Thus if you didn't have 1.5:1 or better you either had little to no power or 
no finals. So now we have tiny transmitters that need big antenna tuners to 
load up the antenna and radiate the heat instead of heating the transistors. 
There is no way to fool mama nature. The antenna system has to accept the 
power from the generator or else the power not coupled will be converted to 
heat. 


I guess this is why so many folks like "boat anchors", "glowbug rigs". You 
dont have to worry whether it's SWR or VSWR, they can load a higher range 
of impedances.

Hi gang: 


Browsing thru thye Jluy 1994 QST, I ran across three "minimalist" antennas for 
apartment dwellers etc. 


(1) KOGXZ (MO) worked WDOFTW (CO) on 30m using his walking stick on top 
of the table, leaning against a window. The MFJ-stack inlcudes the antenna 
tuner and xcvr. shown along with the walking stick in the photo p.11 


(2) standard aluminum gutter idea -- cut out a 6" section of the aluminum, 
replace with PVC gutter, and feed with open line. 


(3) Perhaps the most valuable is on p.68, a half-in-half-out in an apartment 
building. Access to the attic is required. In this installation, 50-ft of one 
67.5-£t 

side of an 80m dipole is mounted strung along the attic peak, with the remaining 
15.7-£t bent along the far wall. The inside end of the 50-ft section is fed out 
thru the ventilation grate at the roof peak, where the openline feeder is 
connected. The other side runs its 67.5-ft to a tree. Three-storey apartment 
building provides decent height on 20-10m. K3KMO used it on the 3rd floor, so 

he had a bit of rf in the shack at 50w, so he ran at 10Qw most of the time. His 
solution for the rf problem was to lay out a 33-f£t counterpoise (connected to 
ground of rig) which was simply run along the walls of the shack at floor level. 


No probem with QRP. K3KMO sounds like a QRP'r at heart even thought he doesn't say 
so! 


When I was up in W1 in 1971-2, I mounted a 20m dipole in the apex of the 
attic of a 3-storey apt building. I don't know if the bedroom closet in every 
apt had an attic access hole, but who cares -- mine did! It allowed me to 
operate 20m and I loaded the thing on 40m and worked out as well. But it 
won't work like an antenna out in th clear and up higher! 


K3KMO's next project was stringing a fullwave 40m loop in the attic, and perhaps 
wire-element beam described in ARRL Antenna Compendium Vol2 pp.61-63. 

Most attics are wide enough to accommodate a 20m dipole (33-ft), i.e., roof-peak 
to gutter abut 16-ft. The roof-beams/joists make mounting the elements and spacing 
a pretty simple task. NTOZ's design used a single center insulator cut from 
Tupperware plastic to space the 20, 15, and 10m driven 

elements 4-inches apart. Directors and reflectors are added at the appropriate 
spacings. Naturally NTOZ is also a QRP'r in search of DXCC! 


For those of you who are in buildings with decent attics and limited outside 
possiblities, the half-in-half-out dipole, horizontal loop, and wire yagi ideas ar 
worth exploring. In each case, precipitation, especially a layer of snow, is going 
to affect performance. But during dry spells, the antennas will perform as well as 
an outside antenna less the small amount of loss caused by the roof. 


Of course, a small amount of improvement can be had by putting the wires on top of 
the roof instead of in the attic. 


An idea which I use here requires some effort, but in developments with antenna 
restrictions, it might be worth considering. It's the old "TV-antenna-mast" 
concept. Hams' rights can be restricted, but having good 

TV reception is a constitutional right in the US. The basic idea is simple -- get 
a TV antenna and some TV-mast to mount on the chimney. 20-f£t of TV mast permits 
mounting a fullwave 20m Delta-loop (triangle with apex at peak) at roof level and 
fed at the middle of the bottom horizontal section with low-loss twinlead. 
Radiation pattern is established height above ground. It is a full-size loop on 
20m, will load and work even better on 15010m, and load and works 

well on 30/40m. 


Thought I'd pass these ideas along.

I've been involved to various degrees with teaching ham radio classes here 
in Colorado Springs. The main instructor, Frank McNally KFOWF (recent 
recipient of the ARRL instructor of the year award) has developed a very 
good class based on the ARRL book Now You're Talking which covers all the 
material needed for passing the tests for a tech license. I'd encourage you 
to check out this book (I think it's about $20) if you're not familiar with 
it--it's quite well done. I can also put you in contact with KFOWF--he'd be 
willing to share his materials with you. Also, the ARRL has extensive 
educational materials which are worth examining. 


Regarding the transceiver, I'd recommend that you give the SW+40 from Small 
Wonder Labs careful consideration. I think the going price is about $60 
without the enclosure, and NN1G has been known to give volume discounts. I 
used this rig and the Elmer 101 series as the basis for an eight-week class 
on kit building I taught a couple of years ago. Although some of the links

Esteemed Colleagues, 


Many thanks to all of you who responded to my tale of the "29 Hartley 
oscillator" including Mike, NOMF, who pointed out that the Canadian was 
VE3BBC (not BBN). 

I guess old age and senility are catching up with me; can't even copy a 
call correctly. 


I first thought that "29 Hartley oscillator" referred to a type 29 vacuum 
tube, however I consulted my two ancient tube manuals (RCA and GE) 
neither of which list a type 29. 

They do list the old type 26, 27 and 30, all of which are very familiar 
to me. 


My first "shortwave" radio was a type 30 regen detector with which I 
listened in on the world back in about 1932. My dad had a friend build 
it for me; I was 11 at the time. Listening to hams on AM (of course) on 
75 and 160 hooked me on ham radio. 


Again, thanks to all who responded. Those messages brought back a flood 
of memories of the "good old days." 


Incidentally, I have a WW2 40M command set just about ready to go on CW 
at 5W , just as soon as I work out a chirp problem. It is remarkably 
stable. After about 50 years in someone's garage the dial calibration at 
7.0 MHz was withing about 5 KHz without readjustment. Amazing!

My wonderful yl(she reads my e-mail), noticing a developing 
twitch in my sending hand on foxhunt nights, allowed me to 
set up a station at her house. One stipulation, it should 


not interfere with zillions of little nieces and nephew 
running around the house and it should not be unsightly. Is 
that two stipulations? Anyway, her house is covered in 
vinyl siding that seems to have an inordinate amount of 
moldings and channels molded into it. 


So, I took a 100ft role of the thinnest insulated wire that 
radio shack sells cut off 15 feet of wire to use as a 
counterpoise. The rest, 85ft, I strung up one side of the 
house, under the roof shingles and down the other side of 
the house. Just a few feet short of a W3EDP antenna. The 
wire was laid between the butt joints and in the channels of 
the vinyl siding. I just lifted the edges up and poked the 
wire inside. I had originally planned to hold it in place 
with clear silicone sealant but it was not necessary. The 
wire is completely hidden except for a couple of one inch 
lengths where it makes the jump under the roof shingles. 


Using a little mfj qrp tuner, the wire tunes on 10 - 80 
meters. It seems to work better than my hamstick ona 
tripod configuration that I used before and I have worked 
into Europe several times now on 2 to 5 watts. Set up / 
takedown is easy. I just reach out the back door and pull 
the last 10ft of the wire and the counterpoise out of a 
channel, hook up to the tuner and I'm in business. 


Oh, my twitch is much better thank you!

I worked the NA contest yesterday, using the K2 on all bands except 160 
and made quite a number of contacts. I don't have the 160M module (or 
antenna tuner) for my K2 as yet. 


Last night I tuned my TS940 to about 900MW (On my WM-2) and worked nine 
stations without much difficulty. I raised a VE3 on the first call but 
he couldn't seem to get my name so I increased power to 5W, 10W and 
finally to 100W, but he still couldn't copy my name. 


I guess that experiment proves something but I am not sure just what. 


160M CW has great possibilities when the atmospheric noise is low, as it 
was here last night. 


My 160 antenna is a so-called Alpha Delta Twin Sloper at 45 ft. The "160 
side" is only about 58 feet long, so it doesn't take much of an antenna 
to get out with QRP on 160.

Thought that I would test the OT waters. 


In the homebrew mode; I was thinking of a control system that could 
conceiveably be used for the computer and/or radio station. 


There was a time that the ham radio station had to be secure so 
unauthorized users would not go on the air. The station owner/operator was 
responsible for this. With the computer age, this is more interesting. 


While driving down the thruway in NY you can use a system called 

ez-pass. It lets you pay by mail or credit card. It senses who you are and 
keeps track of use as you pass through the troll booth. How does it do 
this? 


Related problem: How can I control a radio station so that as I approach 
the operating setup it could recognize the operator? It is conceivable 
that with computers that the operating mode and style could be programmed 
according to the individual user. An appropriately interfaced radio could 
be made to respond. 


Another practical application: 

A person that receives email via pager and via computer has a dilema. The 
messages will go to both the pager and the computer screen. While he sits 
at the computer screen his pager goes off and so does the pager of others 
near the workstation while the messages come in on the screen at the same 
time. Ideally as you approach the computer (radius of 10 feet) you could 
have your pager stop receiving without turning it off. (I£ you turn it off 
and forget to turn it on, you miss important/critical messages, so this 
would have to be automatic and not require pushing buttons or thought 
process :-) 


I thought if the pager were FM, maybe a small sig generator near the 
computer could cause it to stop recieving. Stronger FM signals seem to win 
over weaker sigs. The message sender would lose :-) 

How strong a signal would be needed to do this? How strong a signal can a 
*xgenerator*x produce before it is a transmitter :-) Assuming a 5 foot or 10 
foot radius around the computer is adequate. With qrpers making contact 


with 5mW ; that can't be very much. On the other hand if the pager 
operated with a squelch....maybe that would just burn up batteries? 


Another option would be if you could selectively shield the room for 
450mhz signals and still allow 900mhz cell phone signals through.... 


If , like the ez-pass ; individuals could be identified as they approach 
the computer or radio the problem could be solved another way. Software 
could be written that will forward a message to stop the pager from 
getting message at it's source. 


A small personal identifying device worn with or on a beeper that could 
xautomaticallyx be identifible by the workstation or radiostation as 
you approach it would be ideal. A pulsed signal could save on batteries. 


Futuristic hype about this current century, that was doled out since the 
50's just hasn't met expectations yet :-) any ideas?

>and keep working. 


When I was a Novice in 1968, all I had was vacuum tube components 
inherited from my dad. I used to build small "portable" rigs for 80/40 
meters, one of which had a 3A4 final (my first QRP transmitter). I 
could load that up until the thin silvery plate began to glow, but tube 
life was very short. My favorite final tube for low power was the 5673 
(my dad had some from USAF MARS). I seem to remember getting about 15 
watts input with no apparent strain on the tube. It's easy to miss the 
glowbug stuff, but I've got a couple of storage sheds full of my 35-year 
collection when the nostalgia bug hits. Otherwise, I've got my TS-50S 
and DSW-20 and -40.

Thanks for the mention, Pete. And I hope we can help regarding the 
motorboating pixie. I wish I could update my website, the firewall 
has gotten in the way so my lunchtime efforts have been fruitless. 
Perhaps 

I'll figure it out from home and get some updates to my page that I've 
been wanting to do for quite some time. 


Regarding the cure, I think the most important is finding out what 

is causing the motorboating. I have found that in nearly all instances 
it is caused by insufficient current to the LM386 audio amp. One 
obvious test for this is to use a powersupply with exceptional filtering 


for AF and a .1 or .01 uF cap bypassing the terminals and connect 
it to the rig. If you have variable current controls you are all set to 


force the rig into motorboating. 


Any other combination of new/used batteries near 9 volts will also 
help "cause" the motorboating. Operating at 12 Volts is often the 
cure but it is easy to overdrive the LM386. Without an extensive 
explanation in my article for QRPp, Spring 1998 I think, you'll see 
my Pixie II work in this area. 


Another clue is motorboating induced by strong signals. A local AM 
radio station can easily overlad the detection circuit and cause the 
LM386 to rail and it sucks the battery and electrolytic capacitor dry, 
shutting down, recharging, and then blasting loud again. 


Try two 9Volt batteries in parallel or go to 12 volts. If low volume 
becomes a problem, you might need better surge current and audio 

bypass, I recommend a 100 to 250 uF electrolytic on the V+ supply 

line to the LM386. Audio to fill a room. Also, if using a speaker with 


the pixie2, try some low-current headphones to reduce demands on 
your battery. 


I hope this is helpful! I've been sick with pneumonia/flu for 24 days 
straight 
and haven't been able to contribute much. Thanks for the opportunity.

Real red-blooded hams always tried to load those old Eimac valves until 
they ran a very bright red. The real hot-shots loaded them until they 
ran white hot (literally) and keyed with light dots and short dashes, for 
obvious reasons. 


It was quite possible to burn a hole in the plate on SSB with a long, 
sustained whistle. 


I had a friend before WW2 who ran a pair of RCA 852's on 40M CW at a KW+ 
down at the low end of the band, along with many competitors. That was 
called "kilowatt alley." They flared white hot on a fairly short dash. 
With the 872 mercury vapor rectifiers pulsing to your keying, you felt a 
real sense of power. 


The old WW2 surplus 304TL's could be bought for three to £1ix bux each and 
would handle a KW on CW with ease. Their plates really glowed 
impressively.

Mark, 

The Kenwood 570 has some features that make it special. A couple weeks 
ago, I was in the Exact same position as you, except for that I was leaning 
more towards the filters made by INRAD (international radio) instead of 
Kenwood, because of the lower price, and better "curves." 

To answer your question, the 500hz filter is good for an "all around" job 
and does very good with eliminating AGC pumping from close strong signals. 
The 270 hz is more of a contest filter, where you only want to hear, one 
station and no others. 

When you take into account the TS-570 though, there are a couple things 
that you can do, which you can't on many other rigs. The 570 has adjustable 
DSP (AF) filters which go from 50hz all the way to 2.0 khz for cw. This 
means that you can get the 500hz filter and then use the adjustable dsp 
filters to take it even narrower. 

You can also do the same thing with the 270hz filter, except make the 
bandwidth wider. It is pretty much the same as the 500hz except for the 
narrower bandwidth. 

I purchased the 250hz filter (from inrad) and it works very nicely since 
I like doing contests and hunting for weak signals. The noise is almost 
eliminated and there is no more problems with strong nearby signals. 


Good luck with your decision. I bet you'll get some good info from other 
qrp-l members.
